All of 
the 
cies' of a potato can be cut out.

This system proba- 
bly will not give as strung plants 
as Ihe old system of planting a po_ 
ato cut into three or four pieces,

For his cite and weight be puta up ai 
snappy a fight as any fisherman cpnld 
wUh for. Take a small-mouth bass 
In a swift-ronning stream'and It will 
be a. cafe of matching your knowledge 
of the fishing game with his keenly 
developed Instinct, and at that, you 
have to keep your eyes open or he will 
slip one over on yon and break for 
other waters. 


As to main strength the bass, for Its 


size, carries a larger package of that 
stua than any other Csa. Often when 
hooked It will plccge to tt» bottom 
and stick there to a fare-Toa-weU. 
Nothing can bcdge him except yoTir 
strength against his hnsky muscular 
development, and this puts a heavy 
strain on your tackle that often shows 
up a weak point la your equipment 
and It's "good-by" bass. At times you 
will think that the bass has edged into 
a rocky crevice and has propped bis 
strong fins against the sides to give 
him leverage, and believe me be has 
cense enough to do It. He is wise 
enough to dart around submerged 
rocks and saw a line or gut leader on 
the ragged edges and make his get- 
away.
